If 
the men in the Argonaut mine are 
alive and hear these, or the others 
that are being set off in the Ken- 
nedy levels, it is hoped that it will 
put new heart in them to combat 
their awful predicament. 

So anxious are the men to hasten 
the work of rescue that a number 
of miners were slightly gassed in 
the Kennedy 3600-foot level 
through returning to the face of 
the drift too soon after blasts were 
fired They were all revived. 


WORK FEVERISHLY 

Rescuers are tackling the 4600- 
foot level of the Kennedy mine al- 
so in the hope of drilling through 
into the 4600 level of the Argonaut 
mine. After clearing 260 feet of 
old tunnel they will have to drill 
through 341 feet of quartz. It is 
generally believed, however, that 
the rescue crew from the %3600- 
foot level will reach the entombed 
miners in the Argonaut drifts frst. 
The rescue crews on the $600-foot 
Kennedy mine level are men from 
the Argonaut staf.

BERLIN, Sept. 4.—As the German people are becoming more em- 
bittered over the high cost of living, ramors of impending, revolutions 
end communistic, monarchistic and other political strife of pogroms

Reactionary groups and Pan- 
Germanists have taken up Henry 
Ford’s anti-Jewish campaign. The 
latter have adopted a resolution in 
Basen charging that the war, which 
produced ishevisem, made’ for 
Jewish eupremacy and warning 
against the growing Jewish influ- 
ences in world government. The 
fact that the leaders of commun- 
istic groups are Jews is exploited 
to prive that Bolshevism is a cloak 
for Jewish ambitions.

Predict Future Price Rises: Local Agrcelteral Con- 
| ditions Reviewed; Oil for Coal 


The liquidation period of our 
national industries appears to be 
at an end. Slight gains in com- 
modity prices, which were frst 
generally noticed in July, were 


maintained throughout August and 
leading business interests expect 
this upward movement to continue 
for some time. The most signif- 
icant development in this connec- 
tion last month was the, voluntary 
20 per cent increase wages 
granted by the United States Steel 
and other steel companies. 
y From all hands comes expett 
economic opinion to the effect that 
present conditions are so develop- 
ing that sharp price rises may be 
expected in the near future. In a 
discussion of the general business 
cycle contained in the latest Brook- 
mire Forecaster, the following 
conclusions were reached: 

The high wages result- 
ing from the kes will prevent 
further decline in the cost of liv- 
i 


dation in industri 


occurred. 

“<3.) There is much reason to 
believe that this cycle is about to 
develop inte one, with the emphasis 
upon rising prices and high profits 
per unit, rather than upon heavy 
production with more reasonable 
profits per unit. The purchasing 
power is not in the position to 
sustain such a speculative boom as 
occurred in 1919 so that the top 
will be lower, and the period of 
duration shorter, but the basic 
characteristics are likely to be 
much the same. This 
should have its emphasis increased 
every day that the strikes go on 
and, conversely, its emphasis 
should be decreased if- we have an 
early settlement.” 

It ie generally believed that, as 
a result of the strike, the high 
wages of the coal workers will be 
certain to be ed in the cost of 
living and gen price levels for 
at least another year and that the 
knowledge of these high wages will 
stop liquidation in other indus- 
tries, as indicated by the recent

AGRICULTURAL CONDITIONS 
“From the standpoint of produc- 
tion, agricultural prospects in this 
district have never been better,” 
according to the report just issued 
by the research department of the 
First National Bank of Los An- 
lea, the Los Angeles Trust and 
vings Bank and the First Se- 
curities Company, dealing with 
agricultural, livestock and banki 
conditions the southern halt 
California Oh September 1. “How- 
ever,” the report continues, “there 
is a tendency for agriculturists to 
be mistic with regard to mar- 
keting situation, inasmuch as the 
railroad strike has interfered with 
the movement of crops which are 
maturing at this time and has had 
a tendency to- reduce prices very 
materially during the past month. 
A month ago, farmers were in- 
clined to give little consideration 
to the strike, but they are now 
com to feel that the returns on 
their 1922 production will be de- 
pendent in @ large degree ys ye the 
railroad situation during next 
few months. 

“The entire marketing situation 
in this district is abnormal and 
the distributive processes have 
been very seriously interfered with, 
so that it is somewhat difficult to 
make an accurate prediction as to 
the probable financial position to 
agricultural producers or of those 
dependent upon agricultural sec- 
tions following the marketing of 
this year’s crops. 

“Due to unsatisfactory market- 
ing conditions there is a tendency 
for outstanding bank credits to 
liquidate more siowly than is to be 
normally anticipated at this season 
of the year in this district, al- 
though there are sufficient supplies 
for legitimate demands of produc-

Rates are running at 6, 7 and & 
per cent, accordi to the type of 
loan and the d ct, the prevail- 
ing rate in the agricultural dis- 
tricts being from 7 to & cent. 

“The normal demands for in- 
creasing credit for crop moving are 
being met satisfactorily and there 
is less rediscounting bel done 
than at this time for several years. 

“Deposits are generally tending 
to swing upward, althou in quite 
a few agricultura! sections banks 
are commencing to feel the fail- 
ure of producers to move their 
crops as promptly as is the case 
when conditions are more normal.” 


USING OIL FOR COAL 
The coal man’s misfortune is 
likely to be the of] man’s salva- 
tion. The coming scarcity of coal 
has caused the leading eastern oil 
companies to receive hundreds of 
inquiries regarding the conversion 
of coal-burning boilers to ol! firing 
for generating steam in manufac- 
turning plants and residences. 
The coal shortage comes at the 
psychological moment in the cam- 
paigns of the Standard and other 
ofl companies to familiarize the 
public with the use of fierosene and 
fuel ofl for general domestic heat- 


‘ing. Now that people will be forced 


to turn In large measure to petro- 
leum products for this winter's fuel 
the oll company propagandists will 
have their big opporunity. 
Kerosene for residentia!) heating 
is being given particular attention 
by the eastern companies. . The 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, through a subsidiary, owns 
patent on a new type of burner for 
using kerosene distillate in place of 
coal. Cost of installation, includ- 
ing inside tankage for fifty gallons, 
ayproximates $250 with reserve 
tank outside of residence of addi- 
tional cost. It is estimated that 
about 100 gallons of thig distillate 
would yield same heat as a ton 
of coal and cost about 9 cents a 
gallon. Not only would this be 
cheaper than coal, at present, but 
their would be convenience of sup- 
ply as well as a saving in elimina- 
tion of ash removal. 

An instance of how kerosene is 
being recommended for residential 
cooking and heating is the appea! 
of James J. Storrow, coal consignee 
or Massachusetts, that people re- 
frain from burning coal for cook- 
Ing or heating until November. He 
points out that enough kerosene 
is available and weather is suf- 
ficiently mild, at least, until No- 
vember 1, to permit kerosene to 
supplant coal for cooking and heat- 
ing necessary in households. . 
While manufacturing plants and 
railroads are equipped to use fuel, 
oll big oil companies consider it too 
difficult of delivery aid installa- 
tion of equipment too costly for 
general domestic heating. They see 
a tremendous field for use of oi! in 
boilers to heat residences, but feel 
that low grade kerosene would 
prove more desirable fuel. One 
thing ularly in favor of kero- 
sene dover fuel oll, they contend, is 
that is needs no preheating.

France Owes England; Germany Owes France; Local 


Bond Man Explains Tangled Situation 


BY ©. E. WOODSIDE 


Woodside, tormer head of 
the bond department of the Citi- 
zens’ National Bank, has returned 
to Les Angeles from, Europe, 
where he spent some months study- 
ing economic conditions. The fol- 
lowing article throws some valu- 
able light on the complicated debt 
situation that is perplexing the 
continent at presen .—Ed.] 


Although the treaty of peace 
was signed three years ago, we now 
hear that there is a crisis in the 
relations between France and Great 
Britain, that Germany is on the 
verge of bankruptcy, and cannot 
or will not pay her reparations; 
that all Kurope is on the verge of 
collapse, and that there is no hope 
in sight unless Uncle Sam comes 
to the rescue with a lot of good 
American dollars, 

Few Americans have a compre- 
hensive idea of the situation or 
understand the meaning of all the 
generalities. Subsequent events 
have disclosed that the treaty of 
peace was not an unqualified suc- 
cess, and the present situation can 
best be understood by taking up 
each country to see what it lost and 
suffered by the war, aside from 
losses in battle, what it gained by 
the war and by the treaty of peace, 
and what its present position is. 

GREAT BRITAIN 
Aside from the air raids over 
Great Britain suffered 
very little at home and at the end 
of the war, her people were able to 
devote themselves to the pursuits

While she was sending many men 
to France she still had a few to 
send to the different German col- 
onies, and during the war these 
were conquered and retained as 
British possessions. When the end 
of the war came, Germany had lost 


-|her colonies and Great * Britain 


the most of them. Even Con- 
stantinople, which has been «a 
much coveted prize for many cen- 
turies, is now in the hands of the 
British. To Great Britain all these 
colonies were of great value, be- 
cause she is essentially a commer- 
cial nation. 

By the destruction of the Ger- 
man navy Great Britain's strongest 
competitor for 
was eliminated. This will sove 
her the necessity of spending 
millions of dollars each year 
that. she had been spending 
before the war to keep up with or 
ahead of Germany. 

Great Britain's only serious com- 
petitor for the commerce of the 
world was Germany, but by the 
treaty of peace Germany lost her 
merchant ships; thus Great Brit- 
ain'’s supremacy on the water was 
secured for many years to come. 

ENGLAND FARED WELL 

Altogether Great Britain fared 
very well, and had she deliberately 
plotted the war it is hard to see 
how she could have hoped to ac- 
complish more than she actually 
did accomplish. 

While no one will attempt to 
claim that Great Britain started 
the war, yet it appears that by the 
astuteness of her public men in 
taking advantage of situations as 
they occurred from time to time 
she has gained all she could have 
hoped to gain by a war if she had 
deliberately planned it, and it so 
happens that she has had the full 
assistance of many other nations. 

What is the situation of Great 
Britain at the present time? The 
rise in the value of the pound 
sterling is a very good indication 
of her industrial and economic re- 
covery. Her far-seeing public men, 
aided by all the war accomplished, 
have taken eteps to place the coun- 
try on a sound financial basis, and 
although the burden of taxation is 
quite heavy and luxuries are very 
much curtailed, the péople are 
making rapid progress and a few 
years should see them back on a 
normal basis, with the prestige of 
the British nation very much en- 
hanced. 


FRENCH DEBTS 
During the war Great Britain 
loaned to France about $3,000,- 
000,000. Many of the English peo- 


ple are now very conscious of this 
fact and would like to have France 
pay up. But the French haven't 
the money and cannot make pay-

Gormany. The French people are 
very sensitive about this situation 
ant have been much irritated by 
comments in some of the British 
papers on the subject.
